Some agree with the Canadian 
philanthropist, Sir Christopher 
Ondaatje that, “The foundations 
of global capitalism seem destined 
to fall, causing untold confusion

The impact of a recession has a 

delayed reaction within schools. On the one hand, 
it creates an uncomfortable phony sensation that all 
could be well, since it always strikes later due to the 
nature of the academic year and its duration.

So, what does the impact of the wider world crisis 
mean for Ridley? Our strength lies in the quality of 
the broad boarding opportunity we offer. The pillars 
of strong academics and arts and an athletic pro- 
gramme, observed day in-day out, remain rooted at 
the core. The clarion call of “Terar Dum Prosim’” is 
still our watchword and we remain pledged to pro- 
duce world citizens of dedication, compassion and

quality. From our base as a Canadian school, we 
offer an international flavour and opportunity, with 
our 35 nations learning the essential tolerance need- 
ed to make the globe a better place. Through the 
mélange of the solid roots of tradition and soundly 
considered progression we strive to add yet more 
chapters to the Ridley story. However, we must 
emphasize the value of learning for its own sake in an 
age where the ultimate goals are invariably restricted 
by a societal obsession with measurement. 


Effectively Ridley is a world school. The “Going 
Global” conference in October 2008 confirmed us as 
being at the heart of the growing complexities of hav- 
ing an international connectivity; Canadian and cos- 
mopolitan, yet having a role to play 
on a wider stage. Ridley’s future 
needs to be creatively “right- 
brained”, accountable of course, but 
not restricted by mere “left brained” 
quantification. The multitude of 
courses and exam systems world 
wide, Advanced Placement exams, 
International Baccalaureate, Pre- 
University Levels, International 
General Certificates of Secondary 
Education, not to mention our own Ontario 
Academic Curriculum, makes compilation of accu- 
rate Comparisons across systems extremely difficult 
and, in some cases, meaningless. The significant fea- 
ture, year-in and year-out, is to see Ridleians 
progress to world-renowned academic institutions 
and courses of further education, either here in 
Canada or the United States, the United Kingdom or 
in key centres of excellence. So we will keep reviewing 
our entire curriculum so that Ridley is both challenging 
and relevant. 


Having completed a thorough overhaul of boarding 
facilities, renewed the kitchen and the Great Hall, 
upgraded the Matthews Library and the Ross E. 
Morrow Theatre during the last three years, as well as 
introducing four new grades in the Lower School, 
now it is the turn of athletics. We remain determined 
to deliver on the projects of the new arena and the re- 
energizing of the existing rink as a much needed 
fieldhouse. By late next fall we believe these vitally

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needed improvements will enhance Ridley’s 
broad athletic programme to complement the 
educational support and character which repre- 
sents Ridley’s 120 year ethos.

Showing a visitor 
around the school in the depths of the Christmas 
holidays it was impossible not to feel proud and 
inspired by the lasting enthusiasm of genera- 
tions of people who believe in the breadth of a 
Ridley education and have invested in its future 
to make sure that it comes true. Through all of 
the vicissitudes of our world’s economic global 
concerns, it is this determination which we must 
pass on to the next generation of Ridleians so 
that they both benefit and then carry the mes- 
sage beyond this place and out onto the global 
stage. That way the vision, set up in the Strategic 
Plan of 2005, and re-endorsed by December's 
Board Retreat can contribute to the sustainable 
future of our school.

BEYOND PAPER AND PLASTIC - RIDLEY RECYCLES GENTLY USED ITEMS 


This past June, Ridley began an on-going partnership with Green Solutions to recycle used goods such as 
books, clothing and electronics, giving them a second life for those in need. Some of the products made 
their way to Sierra Leone, where, in the aftermath of a ravaging civil war, the country’s young people are 
lacking basic materials like pens, pencils, even shoes. Ridley’s contributions will have an immediate 
impact on the quality of life for families in seven different communities there. 


Many of the materials donated by Ridley will be used in conjunction with the Centre for Development 
and Peace Education (http://cdpeace.com) as it works to rebuild and renew Sierra Leone’s education sys- 
tem. In addition, the clothing donated by the students of Ridley will be used to create a micro finance 
program to enable the women of the villages to provide for their families and community. The many pairs 
of shoes donated by Ridley students will be used to create some of the very first sports programs in the 
schools. 


In addition to the ongoing projects in Sierra Leone, two other local organizations have benefitted from 
items received from Ridley. The charity Community Environment Alliance/Share IT has taken possession 
of electronics received from the school. These products will be redistributed to low- 
income families, and any unusable components will be recycled in an environmen- 
tally safe way, ensuring 100% diversion from landfills. In addition, Why Not City 
Ministries is using donated sporting equipment for programs that work with home- 
less youth, as well as sleeping bags for their community centres, which aim to keep 
youth out of violence.

AWARD PROGRAM 


One of the principal aims of Ridley’s Duke of Edinburgh's 
Award Program is to extend the learning opportunities for 
our students beyond the classroom. With Service, Physical 
Education, Skills and Adventurous Journeys at the core of the 
Award’s ethos, Ridley’s broad educational environment pro- 
vides ample opportunity for its students to pursue the Award. 
Once Ridleians discover that the Award Program endorses a 
lot of their personal talents and passions, they quickly learn 
that to not be participants would be to deny themselves 
important recognition. With some additional effort to what is 
normally expected of our students, the Bronze, Silver and 
Gold Award levels are easily within their reach. Participation 
in Ridley’s Duke of Edinburgh’s Award Program has doubled 
in size this year with a current total of 234 students involved, 
more than one-third of our student population. It is a num- 
ber that must be tallied weekly, as students are continually 
enrolling themselves in the Award. 


One of the most enjoyable aspects of the Award for the 
In the snow at Killarney students and me is the Expedition component.

This coming February, 28 students will embark 
on a challenging dogsledding expedition along snowy trails in central Ontario. Over March Break, 14 
students are off to scuba dive and study the largest coral reef in the Caribbean off the coast of Belize. As 
part of this exploration, participating students will be producing a report on what they’ve learned about 
the reef while achieving their PADI Open Water Scuba certification. A presentation in Assembly will 
follow, so that they may share their discoveries with the rest of the school. 










For this coming spring, I hope to be able to offer two new 
expeditions; horseback riding and mountain biking. 
These will take place over the April Easter Break and the 
May Long Weekend Break.

With great pleasure I introduce Jay Goulart as the 
new Executive Director of Advancement for Ridley 
College. Most recently Jay was the Interim Co-Head 
of School at Cheshire Academy in Cheshire, 
Connecticut. He is known for building advance- 
ment models that are innovative, dynamic, and 
focused. His strategic and creative approaches have 
attracted national attention from all nonprofit seg- 
ments in the United States in the areas of making 
the ask, strategic communication models and cus- 
tomized stewardship. 


Ridley has a long history in the Development/ 
Advancement field. The early work of Terry Cronyn 
’20 and then Sam Heaman ’39 paved the way for 
philanthropy in the Canadian Independent School 
system. The torch was then passed to Bob Stanley 
’47 who combined the offices of the Second 
Century Campaign and the Ridley College 
Association in 1986. Bob, along with Brian Iggulden 
’67 and Derek Fraser ’79 led the office to realize 
what was at the time the most successful capital 
campaign in Canadian Independent School history 
by raising just over $15 million dollars in the 
Second Century Campaign. In 1991 Brian Iggulden 
’67 was appointed Director of Advancement and 
Alumni. In the spring of 2008, it was announced 
that Brian would step down as the Director of 
Advancement as his role as Deputy Headmaster 
evolved into a full-time post. 


Jay Goulart’s advancement history is equally 
impressive. Prior to his years at Cheshire, Jay head- 
ed the Development Office at Proctor Academy in 
Andover, New Hampshire. During that decade his 
office raised more dollars than in the school’s previ- 
ous 90-year history. Jay is the architect of the 
Family of Funds concept that allows donors a 
choice for their philanthropy. His innovations with 
stewardship and communication strategies have 
been studied by hundreds of nonprofits including 





organizations such as Dartmouth and MIT. Jay has 
designed a nationally recognized Ask Training 
Program. This program has been used to train pro- 
fessionals from McGill University, Lakefield College, 
American Red Cross, Harvard Business School, 
Williams College and Purdue University. Jay is also 
the co-founder of the WOW Institute, a unique and 
innovative conference for development professionals 


He is the first advancement professional from the 
US to publish an e-book on the Art of The 
Telephone Solicitation. He has the distinction of 
being one of two people to have received CASE’s 
Crystal Apple Award for teaching excellence in less 
than eight years in the development profession, a 
recognition typically awarded to professionals with 
15-20 years’ experience. 


Our search consultant had these thoughts: Ridley's 
search for its new Executive Director of Advancement 
elicited interest from many highly qualified 
advancement professionals, but Jay Goulart's excep- 
tional experience, innovative approach, and positive 
energy really stood out from the crowd. Jay's deep 
professional and personal understanding of the 
independent school education was very apparent to 
all who were involved in the search.

THE NEW ARENA AND FIELDHOUSE PROJECT 


On May 9th, 2008 the Board of Governors voted unanimously to begin Phase I of the School's three-phase ath- @ | 


letic facility development plan.The first stage of this ambitious project will see Ridley build a brand new NHL- 
size ice hockey facility, with Varsity dressing rooms, seating for 450 and a total capacity for 700 spectators, offi- 
cially opening in the fall of 2009. Once hockey moves out of the Griffith Sports Complex, the current arena 
space will be reconstructed into a fantastic multi-purpose fieldhouse, adding significant and much needed 
indoor space to our overall athletic facilities. 


Not since the construction of the Griffith Sports Complex in 1978 has the School undertaken such a focused 
effort on our athletic facilities and the time has come to upgrade and expand these structures. With a new 
arena, the current rink will be transformed into a multi-use fieldhouse which will help solve our current space 
issues during the winter months. Using the Leadership in Energy and Environmental Design (LEED) Green 
Building Rating System, our new facility will be one of three hockey arenas in all of North America that will be cer- 
tified LEED Silver for environmental sustainability. 


At present, the tendering process is complete and construction will begin at the end of February. A project of this 
magnitude is going to need the support and financial backing of the entire Ridley Family. In addition to gifts and

Green Building Rating System™ encourages and accelerates 
global adoption of sustainable green building and development 
practices through the creation and implementation of universal- 
ly understood and accepted tools and performance criteria. 


LEED is a third-party certification program and an internationally 
accepted benchmark for the design, construction and operation 
of high performance green buildings.

2 - THE HARRY E.‘RED’ FOSTER FIELD 


Harry Foster ‘24, OC, (1905-1985) was, among other 
things, a sportsman, radio broadcasting pioneer, 
master of ceremonies, businessman in advertising, 
nationalist and philanthropist. His keen interest in 
mental disability led him to be a founder of the 
Canadian Special Olympics in 1969. The bronze 
plaque on the stone (shown right) was unveiled in 
May, 1985, naming that field beside the back road- 
way in his honour. Subsequently, the Harry E. Foster 
Memorial Scholarship and the Harry E. ‘Red’ Foster 
Prize for Social Service were established. 


3 - THE BILL MONTGOMERY SITTING AREA 
William C. “Bill” Montgomery (1926-2004) was the head 
groundskeeper at the school for over a quarter of a century.

At the end of October, Ridley held the “Going Global” conference with 
Pat Bassett, the President of the National Association of Independent 
Schools presenting the keynote address, “The Right-Brained Future: 
Creating the 21st Century School”. His entertaining and energized talk 
had many rethinking how we can best prepare students for the chal- 
lenges of globalization in a more interconnected and interdependent 
world.

This year, Brent Pfab, Ridley’s mail porter, approached me and 

offered to shave his head and beard if staff participation in the United Way increased and if the students 

became involved.

happy to announce that the school met his challenge, with staff and students donating over $10,000 to the 2008 

campaign.
